It used to be that 
some campers came in rebellion and filled 
with sin. We spent the entire week trying to 
get them “right with the Lord.” Now many of 
our churches are sending youth groups who 
love the Lord and desire to move with Him. 
It's no wonder that what used to take a week 
frequently occurs at the beginning. The & 
“breakthrough” comes early in the week and 
all else builds on it. Camp is now a training 
station for spiritual warfare. 


Camping supplements the ministry of the 
local church in taking youth aside and in- 
tensely shaping their minds by the teaching | 
of the Word. Youth move from “getting right 
with God” to “getting prepared to go home 
and minister to their world.” They are return-. # 
ing from camp ready to offensively minister J 
on their campuses. During the recent summer 
youth camps we participated in, we saw over 
750 campers voluntarily take part in a day of 
prayer and fasting to intercede for their 
church, their campus and community. Junior 
high, high school and college students across 
the country stood publicly and led in prayer, 
often with tears of compassion, for their 
communities.

“Unless God does something for me, I 
greatly fear I shall do one of two things, 
perhaps both. I sense a strong compulsion to 
walk out on my wife and to take my life. I 
have not sinned, but the temptation is getting 
to be almost more than I can cope with.” This 
person, a minister in the United States and 
well-accredited in his organization, told of an 
incident which took place while he was 
studying in Bible School some four years 
before. Yielding to the urge to commit sui- 
cide, he had bought and taken a full bottle of 
sleeping pills and had lain down in a Los 
Angeles park to die. However, to his surprise, 
he related how it seemed as if a hand had 
been inserted in his throat, enabling him to 
expel the pills. He regards this as a mirac- 
ulous intervention from God. 


Black Shadows 


In Colombia, South America, Gilbert, an 
engineer and business consultant, had gradu- 
ated from a university here and then gotten 
his Masters Degree from the Sorbonne Uni- 
versity in Paris, France. A brilliant man, he 
had risen higher and higher in his profession 
until he became very wealthy. Pride got the 
upper hand in his life and, although by then 
he was a confirmed alcoholic, he had imag- 
ined himself impervious to failure. Then 
came the crash and it was total. He lost 
everything within a few months, and, added 
to all this, his young wife became blind. One 
asks, “Why?” 

While on furlough in the States in 1971, we 
stayed in a minister’s home. His young 
daughter, studying in Bible School, asked us 
to pray for her. She was much afraid of the 
dark and had to have a light burning in her 
room all night.

We are aware, because of past experience 
with many such cases, that all these people 
referred to have been involved with occult- 
ism and need help. In each incident referred 
to above, the person concerned was com- 
pletely unshackled after prayer and is 
faithfully and joyfully serving the Lord, to- 
day. Gilbert and Beatrice are being prospered — 
even as their souls prosper, and Gilbert's wife 
has had her sight restored. During these last 
18 years we have witnessed, literally, thou- 
sands of such captives freed from the en- 
emy’s tentacles. Satan is a hard taskmaster 
In spite of the entertainment he offers un- 
wary souls through the occult, he exacts a 
merciless and ghastly toll. God made man in > 
His own image, so that there is within him an 
innate desire to explore the supernatural. 
Needless to say, there are two sources which 
are supernatural, God and Satan. And if man 
intrudes into the latter's domain, he suffers 
the consequences. Led on by curiosity, peo- 
ple begin in a seemingly innocent way, via 
the ouija board, the horoscope or fortune- 
telling unaware that God in His Word warns 
against participation in such things (Deut. 
18:10-12; Isa. 47:13). God is neither arbitrary 
nor capricious, and when He forbids us to do 
something, it is for our good. He knows the 
awful suffering which will accrue to us if we 
disobey. This suffering He calls ‘“‘defilement” 
and ‘spiritual adultery” (Lev. 19:31; 20:6). Let 
us consider for a moment this question of 
defilement. 
Satan has many names and each name 
expresses a facet of his varied personality 
and explains his action or procedure. ‘Be- 
lial” is one of his names. It means “hopeless 
ruin” (Vine’s Dictionary of New Testament 
Words). Two of the people mentioned in the 
introduction came to utter ruin through their 
involvement in the occult. After prayer, both 
were delivered and both are members of our 
Bogota Foursquare Church. Fear charac- 
terized one person referred to, and God tells 
us that fear is a spirit (II Tim. 1:7). The

ars such statements as, “Satan cannot 


e some sort of fetish to make us “Satan- 
oof.” The blood of Christ can only become 
effective in its power in our lives as ‘we 
confess and forsake sin (I Jn. 1:9). Another 
saying i is, “The Holy Spirit and an evil spirit 
cannot be in the same person.” Luke 13:11,16 
and Matthew 16:13-23 would seem to give us 
other thoughts on this matter. With the inva- 
sion of occultism and Eastern religions into 
our society, maybe it would be well to take a 
second look at what the Bible really does 
teach on these points. | might mention that all 
of the Epistles were written to CHRISTIANS. 
In Ephesians we find, “Neither give place to 
devil” (Eph. 4:27). The word in the. Greek 

“topos” from which we get our English 
Bord: ‘topography.’ We are to give Satan no 
lodging-room nor occasion to manifest him- 
self in our lives. Timothy tells us that some 
believers will be so deceived by giving heed 
to “doctrines of demons” they will depart 
from the faith (I Tim. 4:1). In Romans we find 
these words: “Know ye not, that to WHOM 
‘ye yield yourselves servants [Greek: ‘“‘dou- 
jos” means slave] to obey, his servants ye are 
to whom ye obey; whether of sin unto death 
or of obedience unto righteousness?” (Rom. 
6:16). We have similar teaching in the First 
Chapter of James. These admonitions of the 
‘Word, we cannot ignore, nor by repeating 
popular sayings lull ourselves into a false 
security. A Christian cannot be demon pos- 
sessed. However, many Christians are op- 
pressed and some of them are in mental 
institutions. Sometimes this has been the 
result of involvement in drugs and the occult. 
When we are born again of the Spirit of God, 
Christ enters into our spirits and from there 
begins the process of transforming the whole 
person (Rom. 8:29). 


Tolatry & Suffering 


| From the earliest times, God forbade 
occultism as spiritually defiling. It is, in real- 
ity, seeking supernatural help from another 
god. Satan is the god of this world. The Lord 
tells us that participation in the occult is 
§ “abomination” to him (Deut. 18:12). This and 
idolatry were the sins for which Israel went 
into captivity. Idolatry in itself is similar to 
occultism and is communication with evil 
spirits (I Cor. 10:19-20). A person opens his

One word about hypnosis. Although con- — 
sidered by many, even Christians, to be in- j 


offensive, hypnotism is very dangerous. 


Witch doctors and mentalists have practiced . 
this art from time immemorial. Since many © 


Christians have been hypnotized by psychia- 
trists, physicians and dentists, we must deal 


with it. The American Medical Association 


has taken a decided stand against this prac- 


tice and declares that as a cure it can be ° 


dynamite. Hypnosis is in itself Satanic in that 
mind control violates the principle of self- 
will which God gave to man as part of His 
own being and which He never infringes 
upon. In hypnosis, the conscious mind re- 
cedes and the subconscious is brought into 
dominance. As the hypnotist invades the 
privacy of a person’s mind, evil spirits take 
advantage and enter. God intends man-al- 
ways to be king on the throne of his mind. To 
turn over one’s mind and will, even tem- 
porarily to a hypnotist, is merely to make it 
more easily subject to sinister forces. We 
have found, in dealing with many people 
who have at one time been hypnotized that 
they find great difficulty in praying and read- 
ing the Word. Many times we have cast out 
the spirit of hypnotism and found it to be 
very strong and defiant. 


Path of Sreedom 


If at any time you have been involved in 
the occult—no matter now long ago—(time 
does not make any difference), confess to the 
Lord in detail your involvement. Renounce 
all contact with the occult, destroying any 


_ amulets, ouija boards, books on occultism, or 


any objects used in that way. Destroy images 
of any kind, including Buddhas (Acts 19:19- 
20). Pardon all those who have at any time 
offended you (Mk. 11:24-26). Tell the enemy 
that you repudiate all contact you have had 
with him through occultism, Then command 
every bondage to leave and assert your posi- 
tion in Christ (Ja. 4:7). From this point it is 
very important that you obey the Lord in all 
that He reveals to you. The path of obedience 
is always the path of freedom. Witness to 
others, when the opportunity arises, as to 
what God has done in your life when He 
freed you from all Satanic bondage. ‘They 
shall take them captives, whose captives 
they were; and they shall rule over their 
oppressors. And it shall come to pass in the 
day that the Lord shall give thee rest from thy 
sorrow, and from thy fear, and from the hard 
anieae wherein thou wast made to 
Serve; .(Isae 14:2b, 3).

- Conversion 
Of a Warlock 


Jim Martz, along with his 
wife, Irene, serve together as 
assisting ministers in the 
Boulder, Colo.

How can a young man who was raised in a 
Christian home by godly parents and who 
attended a Pentecostal Church which rein- 
forced his home training, one day become a 
warlock—a male witch? 

The testimony of Jim Martz, presently an 
assisting minister of the Boulder, Colorado 
Foursquare Church, will answer this ques- 
tion. Accepting the Lord Jesus Christ as his 
personal Savior at the age of 10 under the 
ministry of the Glendale, California Four- 
square Church, rebellion began to find a 
place in Jim’s heart when he was a teenager, 
and a hunger for power possessed him. 

Jim rebelled not only against.his parents’ 
discipline and what they knew was best for 
him, but he also rebelled against God’s will 
for his life. He tried to escape God's voice by 
running away to the Navy. Jim shares, “I 
came to the realization that God wanted me 
to go to Bible College to prepare for a minis- 
try of evangelism to young people. But fear 
and rebellion grabbed a hold of me. I was 
afraid that God was calling me to accomplish 
a ministry that was beyond what I felt I could 
actually accomplish.” 

Today Jim realizes that a refusal to accept 
God’s will can open a person to rebellion 
with all of its havoc. The first thing Jim 
experimented with in the Navy were drugs, 
which he thought would free him from fulfill- 
ing God’s will. However, he found that he 
wasn't really free at all but, rather, he was 
becoming more bound up and confused. Dur- 
ing this time, the Lord seemed to keep His 
hand on Jim’s life, as even 10 tabs of LSD did 
not affect him as it did others. 

With drugs having no effect on Jim’s body 
or mind, he started reading books and writ- 
ings which dealt with witchcraft, sorcery, 
tarot cards, and different areas of palmistry, 
astrology, and the horoscope. “I had also 
acquired a ouija board just after I left home 
for the Navy,” states Jim. “And I also became 
involved with the Satanic Church in San 
Francisco where I got into a demonology 
study.” 

It was after several years of study and 
practicing witchcraft that Jim became a war- 
lock. This provided him with the opportunity 
to obtain power and possess authority over 
other people. Instead of receiving the power 
to minister under the direction of the Holy 
Spirit, which the Lord wanted to give to him, 
Jim chose, instead, to rebel and receive the 
power of an evil spirit. Although Jim could do 
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possess a satisfying peace or happiness 
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Because the chaplain of the ship on 
Jim was assigned was also in charge of 
ship’s library, Jim made application to be 
come the chaplain’s assistant. Receiving this 
assignment afforded him the opportunity to:

It’s an interesting process, how they refine 
silver. It seems the impurities in silver only 
come out with the application of intense 


heat. The silver is melted down to a liquid ® 


and at a certain point the impurities rise to 
the surface. It’s at this point where the sil- 
versmith, with his experienced eye, spots the 
impurities and carefully scoops them offthe 
top. He is always careful to leave the best and 
scoop the rest. 


After the impurities are removed, the mol- 
ten silver is qualified to be placed into a 
mold. There it is created into the image de- 
sired by the silversmith. 

It seems the writers of the New Testament 
had this very process in mind when they 
referred to testing. Peter put it this way: 
“Who [you] are protected by the power of 
God through faith for a salvation ready to be 
revealed in the last time. In this you greatly 
rejoice, even though now for a little while, if 
necessary, you have been distressed by vari- 
ous trials, that the proof of your faith, being 
more precious than gold which is perishable, 
even though tested by fire, may be found to 
result in praise and glory and honor at the 
revelation of Jesus Christ’ (I Pet. 1:5-7, NAS).

Cambodians 
Find Refuge 


i A More than one-quarter million people from 
t 7E oca Cambodia, Laos, and Vietnam are in refugee 


camps scattered throughout Southeast Asia. 
Recently, Malaysia put 75,000 such refugees 
out to sea and its leaders have stated that 
they will kill any who try to return. Some of 
these refugees, who have become known as 
the “boat people’, are crammed into small 
boats desperately hanging on for dear life in 
the rugged ocean waters with no food or 
drinking water. Those who are Christians are 
praying for help from somewhere. 

Help has come for six such refugees as the 
Coos Bay, Oregon Foursquare Church has 
reached out with Christ’s love and recently 
become the sponsors of six Cambodians. 
Although they are not all of one family, these 
six refugees have chosen to remain together. 
They consist of Eng Chourp Tang, 49, his 
wife, Kouy Eng Sav, 47, and their son Eng 
Tang Din, age 12. Also, a young couple, Iem 
Sanguon and Chil Iem Pon, ages 28 and 25, as 
well as a single young man, Doung Savat, 21, 
are a part of those that the Coos Bay Church 
congregation has come to love and support.

LINE: Asia 


Asia contains 57 percent of 
the world’s population and by the 
turn of the century it will claim 
over 70 percent. Realizing the 
need to present the Gospel to 
these people in the most effec- 
tive way, a time of planning was 
held at an Asian Leadership Con- 
ference in Hong Kong. One mis- 
sionary and two national leaders 
from each of our Asian fields met 
with Dr. Leland Edwards, Director 
of Foursquare Missions, Interna- 
tional, to formulate plans of out- 
reach. Reverend Jerry Cook, 
pastor of the Gresham, Oregon 
Foursquare Church, ministered 
from the Word to the group each 
day. A Coordinating Council 
made up of the following mem- 
bers was appointed: Reverend 
Ron Williams of Hong Kong, 
Chairman; Reverend Ernesto 
Lagasca of the Philippines, Sec- 
retary; Reverend David Masui of 
Japan, Treasurer: and Dr. Leland 
Edwards, Honorary Chairman. 
Plans are being made for the 
Thirtieth Anniversary of the 
Foursquare Church in Japan, an 
Asian Youth Congress in Hong 
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Kong in 1981, and.a General 
Assembly for Asia in the fall of 
1982. At the Asian Leadership 
Conference plans and a vision 
for each field were shared and 
considered along with a total 
plan of coordination and vision 
for Asia in general. Every possi- 
ble effort is being made to evan- 
gelize each Asian country. 


Philippines—Kikilo, on the island 
of Leyte, is notorious as a place 
that is a stronghold of Satan and, 
as such, is much opposed to the 
preaching of the Gospel.

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Spiritual Maturity in the First Epistle of John 


-_ KNOWING & GROWING 


John, a warm-hearted disciple of Jesus, 

who was changed from a “Son of Thunder” 
to a “Son of Love” desires that all believers 
“experience” Christ as he did. Recognizing 
that the spirit of the Antichrist seeks to de- 
ceive believers as they progress in their rela- 
tionship with Christ, he delineates the very 
truths which provide knowledge for their 
continual growth. . 
Beginning by recognizing the patterns of 
spiritual maturity, John writes to encourage 
believers in their maturity. The ‘children 
have their sins forgiven,” the “young men 
have done spiritual battle and are vic- 
torious,” and the “fathers know Him who is 
from the beginning.” By delineating these 
patterns, John is encouraging believers to 
progress in their knowledge and relationship 
with Christ. 


Believers have a spiritual age as well as a 
physical age. This is because we have been 
“born again” in the spiritual sense. There- 
fore, we Can grow in spiritual maturity as we 
do in physical and social maturity. It will be 
helpful for us to consider “spiritual ages” as 
“little children being feeble and imperfect; 
young men being powerful and able; and 
fathers being thinkers.” 

John then shows that we can know our 
“spiritual age’ by understanding what we 
have gained by experience. The “little chil- 
dren’s sins have been forgiven and they know 
the Father” (2:12-13); the “young men are 
strong and have overcome the evil one” 
(2:14); and the “fathers know Him who is 
from the beginning” (2:14). When we realize 
that our sins have been forgiven, we know 
through life experience that we are now 
“little children.’ When we have overcome 
the evil one we know through life experience 
that we are now “young men.”* And when we 
are enjoying an inner-personal relationship 
with God Himself, we know through life 
experience that we are now “fathers.” Be- 
cause John so thoughtfully put himself in our 
place as he wrote, each believer can under- 
stand his spiritual age. 

The possibility of spiritual maturity is 
available to all believers. By “knowing the 
truth and allowing it to abide in us” through 
the experiences of life, the believer can pro- 
gress in spiritual age (2:14, 21). The Word of
